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TTifl pr^eat report differs slightly ia form from those of preriotis years, 
having been ^ortened hj the omissioD. from the letter-press of a consideirable 
amotini of matter — prmoipally tabular statements presenting in an identical or 
slightly different form^ imormatlan giv^ in the tables and statements — which 
previous reports contain^. The Imperial and Provincial statements remain 
unchanged. Alterations in the latter are under consideratiQn. 

1. Ihe area of the Province within the .prisdiption of the High Court was 
the same as iu previous years, 'ihe provisional oehsua returns imow that the 
population has increased from 69,187,304i to 72,689,091 OT'1b^-4^&S^per-eeiitr 
between 1890 and 1900. 

2. Judicial staff . — The permanent Civil judicial staff employed in the Pro- 
vince during 1900 ccxusisted of 13 High Court Judges, 29 Distnot and Sessions 
Judges, 3 Additional District and Sessions Judges; a Chief Judge atiiI 4 Judges 
of the Presidency Small Cause Court ; 3 Provincial Small Cause Court Judges, of 
whom 2 exercised also the powers of a Subordinate Judge; 4i9 Subordinate Judges 
and 288 Munsifs. In addition, 10 Executive OfOLcers exercised the powers of 
a Subordinate Judge or Small Cause Court Judge, and 3 the powers of a 
Munsif. 

The following changes in the personnel of the High Court took place during 
the year : 

The Honourable Mr. Justice Pratt and the Honourable Mr. Justice Brett 
were appointed Judges of the High Court, vice the Honouxable Mr. Justice 
Macpherson and the Honourable Mr. Justice Wilkins, who resigned their office 
with effeot from the 26th March and the 6th April 1900, respeotirel^ . 
Mr. A. P. Handley was appointed to officiate as a Judge of the Court from the 
26th March to the 6th September during the absence on furlough of the 
Honourable Mr. Justice Hill. 

The only variation ffrom previous years in the strength of the permanent 
stafi was the addition of a Munsif sanctioned for Pahna and Bogra. 

In addition to the permanent staff, the foUowring temporary officers were 
employed during the year : 

Additional District and Sessions Judge was employed in Saran from 
the beginning of the year till the 12tli April. 

An Additional I^tnot and Sessions Judge was employed at Pabna from 
the 18th Pehruary to ihe 28th July, and was again appointed on December 80th. 
An Additional Judicial Conomissioner was appointed for Chota hagpur from the 
8th to the l7th of March, and again from 26m October till the end of the year. 

The Additional Subordinate Judge, whose temporary appointment for the 
distiicts of Birbhum, Earidpur, and Saran was sanctioned by the Secretary of State 
towards the <dose of the year 1894, was retained at Eaiidpur throughout the year. 
Tlie Additional Subordinate Judges, whose appoinlanents to the districts of Burdwan 
find Patna were sanctioned from. 3th November 1899, were employed in those 
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dibtrlots fi’om the b^iTuaing of the yoao: till tho 2213d September, and again from 
the 26th October till the end of the yeax. 

An Additional Subordinate Judge was omployed in the 24‘Parganas from 
the 18th May to the 22nd September, and from the 26th- October tiU the end of 
tho year. 

An Additional Subordinate Judge was employed at Mymensing from the 
2Sth June to the 22nd S^tember, and from the 26th October till the end of tho 
year. 

An Additional Subordinate Judge was employed in Saran from the 18th 
July to the 22nd September, and from the 26th October till the end of the year. 

An Additional Subordimte Judge worked at Hooghly from the 26th Octo- 
ber to the 14th Norember. 

The services of the Additional Munsif employed at Munsbiganj in X>acca 
since 7th August 1895 were retained for a further period of one year. 

Temporary Additional MnnHifa were also employed in Cuttack from Pob- 
rua^ 9th; in Saran from April 8th; in Noakhali from October 26th; in 
Eurdwan from November 5th ; and in Monghyr from November 12th ; in each 
case until the end of the year. 

ORIGINAL JURISDICTION. 

I.-HIGH OOTJET. 

8. Original suits instituted. — ^The number of dvil suits pending on the 
Original Side of the High Court at the end of 1899 was 1,507, including 57 
pending suits received by transfer from other courts, and the number instituted 
during 1900 was 083. There was thus a total of 2,883 oases for disposal in 1900. 
Of the suits instituted during 1900, 560 were for money or moveable property, 
164 were mortgage suits, and 76 were for immoveable property. 

The value of suits for 8i;^ifLc money claims was 347,81,963-10-6, as com- 
pared with 341,79,754-15-3, in the previous year. 

4. Original suits disposed of. — ^Tho number of suits decided in 1900 was 
881 , and the number left undisposed of at the end of the year was 1,562. 

Of the suits decided — 

225 were dismissed for default ox 'vraii.t of pioseoution, 

S2 TTeie vithdrawn -with leave, 

28 were determined by oompromise, 

93 -were deoieed on confession, 

253 were decreed eiB-jM/ie, 

11 were dismissed e r-parte, 

17 weie disposed of by reference to arbitration, 

155 weie decreed, aflor contest, 

22 were dismissod after contest. 

6. Cases tinder the jE!,vtraordinary JurisdictioH. — At the commencement of 
the year six ’»uits were pending in the High Court in its Extraordinary Original 
Civil Jurisdiction and three suits weie transferred to it during the year. One 
case was disposed of during the year nud eight remained pending at its close. 

6. JProhates and JOetfers of Admimstraiiont etc. — There were also disposed 
of during the year 863 petitions for Probate and Letters of Administration and 
2,600 interlocutory applications (including applio ilions for the appointment of 
guardians under the Guardians and Wards’ Act, for the appointment of guar- 
dians ad litem, for the appointment of Ri'oeivers, for injunctions for the recovery 
of documents, for execution, etc.). Of tho interlocutory applications, those for 
the appointment of guardians ad litem, for the recovery of documents, for special 
leave to file written statements after time, and for summons to witnesses were 
disposed of hy the Itegistrar. 

7. References to tahe accounts, -The number of references to take 
accounts, to make inquiries as to estates to be administered or partitioned, as to 
debts and incumbrances, as to allowances to bo made for maintenance, on ques- 
tions of titlo, on que'-tions affecting minors in proposed terms of settlements, to 
settle conveyances, etc., pending at the commencement of the year was 162. 
Eresh references were directed by tbo Court in 326 oas<>a. Of the total number 
of references, 832 were disposed of by the BiO^istrar and his assistant-. 

The Second Assistant Eegistrar oxomiaed 179 accounts bubmitted by 
the Receivers appointed by this Court, aud the Fourth Assistant Registrar 
examined 82 accounts. 



8. Proolamaiiom under section SST. — During the year the Begistrar settled 
the proolamations of sale by the Sheriff in the ordinary course of esieoution in 
4i2 oases, in all of which it was found necessary to examine witnesses. He also 
settled 18 conveyances and inquired into the sufficiency of sureties in 24 oases 
under the Civil Procedure Code, and in 818 matters in which administration 
bonds were executed. 

9. Appeals from the Original Jurisdiction. — The number of appeals from 
the Original to the Appellate Side of the Court pending at the oommencemont 
of 1900 was 26, and 85 new appeals wore preferred during the year. Of these 
60 appeals, 10 were dismissed for default and 19 were decided, the decrees of the 
Court of First Instance being affirmed in nine, reversed in six, modified in two 
and remanded in two oases. Thirty-one appeals remained undecided at the 
close of the year. 

10. lEleferencesfrom the Ocdcutta Court of Small Causes.’— ■’Baxa references 
were pending at the commencement of 1900 ; and five were made during the 
year. Of these five were disposed of, the judgment of the Court below being 
reversed in three oases, confirmed in one, and one being struck off. 

11. Applications for the transfer of oases from the Calcutta S. O. O . — 
Fifty>one cases transferred from the Calcutta Court of Small Causes under 
sections 88 and 89 of the Presidency Small Cause Court Aot were pending at 
the commenoement of the year, and during the year 36 appHoations were made 
to the High Court under those sections for transfer to the Uigh Court. All the 
appHoations were granted. Of the 87 cases for di‘>posal, 3 were decreed and 
one dismissed after trial, one was re-transferred and 16 were struck off — 67 oases 
remaining undecided at the close of the year. 

One application naade to the High Court under section 622 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure to call for records from the Calcutta Court of Small Causes was 
pending at the oonomencement of the year, and during the ^ear six sneb 
cations were made to tlie High Court. Of these seven applications ri3trf*’'^fOTe 
refused and in one case the rule was discharged. — IiLjmo case the records woie 
called for and the High Court directed a re-hearing hytEJS^Oalcatta Smal l Oaij ae 
Court. One case was pending at the close of the year. 

12. Insolvenog cases. — ^The number of oases pending in the Insolvency Court 
at the oommenoement cx£ the year was 166, and the number instituted during the 
year was 136. Of the 302 oases for disposal, 142 were disposed of in 30 oases 
the adjudication being set aside or superseded, one case being struck off, a sohe- 
dule being framed in one case and the insolvents obtaining relief in 110 cases. 
Of the persons who sought relief in the oases disposed of, 13 were merchants, 66 
were traders within the meaning of the Insolvency Aot, 42 were private persons 
and 81 were porsons employed in public and other offices. 

13. Miscellaneous applications. — ^There were also disj^osed of during the 
year 17 applications for ad interim protection and 867 applications of a misoel- 
laneous oharaoter. 

14. Duration <f sittings. — ^For the hearing of original suits and applica- 
tions, one Judge sat alone for 70 days, two Judges sat separately and simultane- 
ously for 170 days, and three Judges sat separately and simultaneously for one 
day. The Insolvent Court engaged the time of one Judge for 13 days. Appeals 
from the Original Side oooupied a Bench of three Judges for 24 days. 

16. Appeals to the Drivy Oouthcil. — There wore two appeals pending 
at the commencement of the year, the transcript records in both of which 
were transnoitted to the Privy Council during the year. Two fresh appeals 
were admitted during the year, the proceedings of which were under preparatiou 
at its close. 

16. B,eceipts and Expenditure. — Tlie following statement shows the receipts 
and expenditure of the High Court on the Original Side during 1800 : —

II.— OlVn. OOTJETS IN THE MOPUSSIL SUBOSDINATE TO THE HIGH OOUET. 

19. Feconatitution qf Courta. — ^Luring the year under review a new 

munsifi was established at Bhadrak in the district oi Balasore, with effect from 
the 1st April 1900. • 

The name of the Jehanabad munsifi in the district of Kooghly was changed to 
Arambagh, with effect from the 15th December 1000. 

20. Original auita During the year 648,625 suits were insti- 

tuted. The number exceeds that of 1899 by 40,796, and is considerably the 
highest on record. In 1890 the institutions numbe^ 466,463 ; and the increase 
during the decade has been 42*1 per cent , that is, more than double that of 
the previous decade (18’6). It has been regular and continuous throughout all 
the years, having been less than 10,000 suits only in 1394, 1896 and 1898. 
During the same period, the increase of population in Bengal, as diown in the 
proviaonal census return, has been 4*47 per cent. In 1890 one suit was insti- 
tuted to every 160 inhabitants j in 1900 one to every 110. There are no indica- 
tions that the limit has yet been mached ; on the contrary, the figures for 1900 
a Till the remarks made on them by the District Judges indicate that the ten- 
dency to increase is more pronounced than ever. The general tenor of the 
remarks made by District Judges is to the effect tiiat the inoi'ease as a whole is 
constant ; and that, so far as they are able to judge, it is due to a general 
udvanoe in prosperity and education, to tbo growth of business, and to improve- 
ments in communicatjonSi 
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It is tme that this increase cannot be taken as accurately representing the 
growth of litigation properly so called, since, as will appear from the figures of 
disposals, the greater part of the increase has occurred in uncontested suits. 
Still, the figures are noteworthy as showing a greatly increased tendency on the 
part of creditors and claimants to resort to the Oiyll Courts. 

The largest proportionate increase during the decade has been under " title 
and other suite ” wmch hare risen from 88,fi69 to 76,976, or by 99 per cent., rent 
suits having increased from 187*^61 to 284,288 (61*6 per cent.) and suite for 
mon^ or moyeables from 230,343 to 287,261 (24*7 per cent.). 

^e magnitude of the increase in rent suits during the past ten years is 
remarkable. It is spi*ead over practically the whole of the proyinoe, the only 
district in which fewer rent suite were instituted in 1900 than in 1890 
being Pumea. In a lew otiher districts the number has remained almost 
stationary. The most notable iacreases ate in Tippera (10,228 to 19,666), Baron 
(8,314 to 12,666), Tirhut (6,386 to 14,680), and Eangpur (6,872 to 14,041). 

Comparing the figures of 1900 wilk ^ose of 1899, suite for money and 
moyeables, rent suite, and title suite show increases of 6*3, 6*3, and 9*6 per cent., 
respectiyely. 

The value of suits instituted in 1900 was R8,02,89,687, nearly 78 lakhs 
less than in 1899. These figures yary largely from year to year, according as 
suite for large zemindaries, which may form a yeiy large proportion of the total 
yalue, chance to he instituted in any one year. They call for no comment. 

21. LoocA distribution . — The general increase in institutions in 1900 was 
spread oyer all the districts in the province, except Burdwan, Birbhum, 
hloakhali, Shahabad and Purnea. 

There is little yariation from the figures of previous years, as regards the 
oomparative number of institutions in the yarions districts. Jessore, as usual, 
occupies the first place with 45,0ol, a distinction due to the very large proportion 
of rent suite instituted (26,279), which greatly outnumber those of any other 
district. In Mymensing, which stands second with 43,726 suite, the number of 
^te for money or moyeables (26,074) is, with the exception of Dacca, the largest 
in the province. Tipj^ei’a, where the number of institutions now for the first 
time exceeds 40,000, is third ; a considerable inorease in both rent and money 
suite haying caused it to almost overtake Mymensing. 

In the 24-Paiganas, Dacca, Midnapore and Baokergunge institutions were 
between 30,000 and 40,000, the last named district showing the large increase 
of 4,286. 

Institutions were between 20,000 and 30,000 iu eight districts ; Cuttack 
and Tirhut having entered this group owing to moreases during the year of 6,168 
(the largest in the province) and 1,051, respectively. 

In eight districts, between 10,000 and 20,000 suite were instituted, the 
most noticeable increase during the year being one of 3,466 in Saran. 

Patna, with 4,890 institutions, and Gaya (2,613) where litigation, though 
di£B.ouIt and contentious, is always numerically trifiiug, stand, as usual, at the 
bottom of the Hst. 

22. Nature of atdts instituted . — The 33aLajority of suits instituted were as 
usual for trifiiug sum's, as the following figures show

In suits for money or moveables, 61*01 per cent., and in rent suite, 77*4 per 
cent., were for sums less than B60, their proportion to the number of suite 
instituted in each class being in the former case slightly more and iu the latter 
slightly less than in the previous year. 

Practically the whole of the suite under the Bent Xiaw were for realization 
of arrears of rent, the proportion oS. the other classes of rent suits being, in

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former years, iafinitesimal. Of the suits classified as title suits, 46*69 per cent, 
were mortgage suits, 38*41 for immoveahle property and 9*74 for specific relief. 
The suits which come under this head represent in T^ue more than half the 
total htigalion of the pro'vinoo. AH of the 33 suits instituted d unug the year, 
which were valued at over a lahh, were title suits. 

23. JDi^omla. — In addition to the 648,623 suits instituted during the year 
and the 101,263 pending trial from the previous year, there were 20,141 suits 
revived, or received on remand or review during the year, making a total for 
disposal of 769,929. 

The number of disposals was 659,062. This number exceeds that for 
1899 by 39,41 6 and is considerably the largest on record. 

Of the total disposed of, 629,683 were disposed of by mnnsifs, 14,760 
by Subordinate Judges, 14,163 by Small Cause Oou^'t Judges and 666 by 
District and Additional Judges. 

24. MeauU qf diapoaala, — In the suits disposed of during the year, plaintifis 
were unsuooessful in 137,627 oases or 20*9 per cent , of which 97,984 were dis- 
missed for default i in 96,333 oases or 14*6 per cent, a compromise was effected ; 
and plaintiffs were successful in 426,092 oases or 64*6 per cent. Plaintiffs were 
less successful, though to a fractional degree only, than in the two preceding 
years. 

Of the 116,322 suits decided on contest, 94,784 or 81*6 per cent, resulted in 
favour of plaintiffs, and 21,488 or 18'6 in favour of defendants. 

25. Applications for re-trial , — The proportion of applications for re-trial 

to the number of oases which were dismissed for defaxilt or iu which decrees 
were made ex-parbe was slightly larger than in the previous year, the numbers 
being 31,067 and 411,660, respectively. The applications were successful in 
19,311 oases, or 62 per cent. ^ . 

26. Diapoaala by -The disposals by munBi& exceed those of 1899 

by 38,338. The average number of disposals to each muusif employed through- 
out the year was 2,141. In 1890 the average was 1,544. At that time it was 
hold that a general average for the province of 1,600 disposals per munsif per 
u nTinm mi^t he taken as a rough criterion of the sufficiency of the work done 
by munsifs. The fact that that figure is now so largely exceeded is due in part 
to tho fact that a larger proportion of litigation than formerly is unconiested ; 
anrl also to additions made in recent years to the working powers of the officers 
employed. While in 1890 the oases disposed of by munsifs under the small 
cause court procedure were slightly over one-fifth of the total disposals, in 1 900 
the proportion was nearly one-third. In the former year 115 munsifs out of 234 
wore invested with small cause court powers, and these powers were limited to 
suits valued at B60 ; in the latter 207 out of 294, of whom 184 had summary 
jurisdiction, up to BIOO. 

Before lb91 no munsif had been vested with summary jurisdiction in 
suits of value above fi60. Iu that year, after special enquiry, 66 munsifs were 
vested with such powers up to £1100, and their number has since been gradually 
increased. As the foregoing figures show, the result has been a very large in** 
oicase in the working power of the staff. 

Tho number of oontested suits disposed of by munsifs iu 1900 was 109,205, 
or 17*3 per cent, of the total. In tho three previous years the proportion was 
17-7 per cent., 18 1 per cent, and 18 1 per oent., respectively. An accurate 
comparison cannot he made with years previous to 1897, siaoe in that year a 
certain class of oases, of which the number is unasoertain^, which previously 
been entered in the returns as oontested, were classed as unoontested. Iho 
total number of oontested suits disposed of in 1800 was 88,228. The average 
of oontested disposals per munsif in 1900 was 370. In 1890 it was 384. 
Under the present classification the latter number would he somewhat smaller. 
In suits under the ordinary prooedure disposed of by munsifs, the percentage 
of those contested was 19*2 per cent, and in suits under small cause court 
procedure 13*5.

Diaposala hy Snhordinaie Jttdges * — llie number of original suits dis> 
posed of by Subordinate Judges in 1900 was 14,750, an inorease of 1,141 on the 
figures of the previous year. The inorease, however, has oocorred entirely in 
oases under the small cause court procedure, which rose from 8,726 to 10,134, 
those decided under the ordinary procedure having decreased from 4,888 to 
4,616. The number of contested suits decided under ordinary procedure was 
1,962 and that under small cause court procedure 2,061 — the percentages to Ihe 
totals decided being 42*6 and 20‘8, respectively. Hie number of original suits 
decided by Subordinate Judges has remained practically stationary, with slight 
fiuctuations during recent years. 

28. Disposals hy tmall Cavse Courts . — The Provmoial Small Cause Ooui^ 
disposed of 14,108 original suits, of which 2,733 were contested. Work in 
these courts has been practically stationary of late years, and in the most 
important of them, that of Sealdah, there has been a considerable and conti* 
nuous decrease. 

29. Average duration of cases . — The avers^e duration of suits (contested 
and uncontested) decided during the past year by the several grades of Courts is 
^von in the following statement ; —

The results show no marked difference from the averages of the previous 
year. 

30. Pending suits . — The number of suits pending at the close of the year 
rose from 101,263 to 110,892. 

Since the year 1895, in which, as well as in the preceding year, the pending 
file was reduced, owing to a comparatively small rise in the number of institu- 
tions, the disposals have never kept pace with the institutions plus the revivals ; 
with the result that the number ox pending oases has risen from 82,807, the 
lowest figure at which it has stood during the decade, to its present dimensions. 
It now represents in numbers almost one-sixth of a year’s disposals ; and, since 
a larger proportion of the pending suits are contested and difficult ones, 
represents in reality considerably more than one sixth of a year’s working time. 

Since 1892, when the cadre of the subordinate judicial service was last 
revised, institutions of original snits have risen by 23*3 per cent.; while, during 
tbe same period, 7 munsife have been added to the permanent staff. Applica- 
tions for temporary additions to the staff of particular districts have been, and 
are reguLarly, made as tbe files in each have become congested from time to 
time ; but it has not been found possible to keep pace by this means with the 
rapid increase of litigation ; and it would seem that the judicial work of the 
province is rapidly outgrowing, if it has not already outgrown, the capacity 
of the existing staff to deal with it. 

'Ihe Judges have for some time been in communication wdth Government 
on the subject of an increase to the cadre of Subordinate Judges, to riie accom- 
plishment of which financial considerations have hitherto been an obstacle. 

Of the pending oases, 2,185 had been pending for more than a year, 7,279 
for more than six months, and 3S,576 for more than three months — the numbers 
in each case showing a large inorease on the figures of the previous year. Of 
the suits pending over one year, 1 ,449 were in the courts of munsifs, and 736 in 
the oouxts of District and- Subordinate Judges. The number of suits pending 
over a year was largest in Cuttack (338), Mymensing (172), Jessore (169), 
Shahabad (161), Gaya (123), Chota Nagpur (110), Bh^alpur (109) and Patna 
(103). 

In Cuttack, as already noted, there was a very laige inorease in litigation 
during the year, which is asoribod partly to improvements in railway communioa* 
tions and partly to the recent resettlement of the provinoa of Orissa. This resulted 
in the congestion of the civil files, which was dealt with by the deputation to the 
district of on additional munsif. A substantial reduction in tbe number of 
long pending suits has beeu effected during the first <juarter of 1901. In 
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Bliagalpur, Patna and Gaya it is explained that work was hampered by the 
outbreak of plague. Prom the other districts mentioned, no special ezplanatiun 
baa been reoeired, apart from general increase of work. Detailed accounts of 
all oases pending for more than a year hare, as usual, been submitted to the 
High Court at the close of each quarter, separate orders have been passed 
on them where necessary. 

31. Bxeeuii<m Proceedings — There were 100,088 applications for execution 
of decrees pending from the prexious year, and 457,082 such applications were 
made during the year. Bnalmation was complete in 137,151 oases and partial 
in 114,937. lu 198,768 cases proceeding were altogether unsuccessful, and 
99,441 remained pendii^ at the close of the year. The total amount realised 
was 62,12,55,907, excluding the Small Gatise Courts. 

Debtors were imprisoned in 438 cases, moveable property was sold iu 
15,38t, and immoveable in 69,606. 

32. Miscellomeom ernes . — With the general increase of institutions of 
original suits there has also been a continuous increase in the number of 
miscellaneous oases of a judicial nature instituted in reoont years. The number 
of such oases instituted rose from 65,754 in 1899 to 73,480 in 1900 j the 
number disposed of from 65,096 to 72,680, and the number pending from 
12,868 to 14,684 Of the cases disposed of, 25,826 were withdrawn, compro>- 
mised or confessed ; 22,868 were decided ex-petrtet and 3,986 were contested. 
Of the total number of applications disposed of after contest, 58 T per cent, 
were granted. The relative proportions of the above figmres are nomuu. 

The miscellaneous cases of a non- judicial nature instituted during the year 
were 27,127 in number. Of these, as usual, two- thirds were applications for the 
deposit of rent. Disposals numbered 29,188, and the pending file was reduced 
to 3,229. The number of applications for the deposit of rent was highest in. 
Tirhut and Saran. 


IIl.-OAIiOtJTTA SMALL OATTSE OOUET. 


33. Oaleutta Small Cause Cotxrt . — The number of suits instituted and 
decided in the Presidency Court of Small Causes during 1900 was 21,167 and 
21,278, respectively. Institutions show a slight, and disposals a considerable, 
deorease from the previous year’s figures, the result being that the number of cases 
pending has risen from 1,206 to 1,852. The number of suits instituted has 
gradually declined from 26,117 in 1890 to its piresent figure. 

The deorease in institutions in 1900 was in suits of value below BlO and 650, 
which, however, still form more than half the total. In suits valued at over 660 
there was an Inorease. Suits above 6l,00u iu value, which under the Amended 
Act might have been removed to the High Court, fell from 456 to 405. 

The total value of the litigation in the Presidency Small Cause Court was 
626,46,205 in the year under review, as compared Avith 627,26,336 in the preced- 


ing year. 

The average duration of contested and unoontested cases during 1900 was 
26‘2 and 24*08 days respectively — the former being three days shorter, and the 
latter fractionally longer, than in 1899.

Of the 1,852 suits remaining under trial at the close of 1000, 68 had been 
pending for more than three months. 

85. JBxeoution qf decrees . — Out 86,500 appHeations for the execution of 
decrees dealt with in the Presidency Small Cause Court, of which 1,026 were 
pending from the previom year, 35,672 were determined and 928 remained 
pending at the close of the year. Of the latter, 235 were more than three 
months old. Of the applioa^ns disposed of, 29,720 resulted iu whole or partial 
satisfaction of the decrees granted, 4,206 were wholly infruotuous and 1,647 
‘were transfenred to other cou^. 


The total amount realised was 67,09,220, as compared with 66,68,391 in 
the previous year. 
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38. Coercive jproeessee. — order to enforce the execution of decrees, im- 
pneonment was iresorted to in 86 oases and sale of moreahles in 641. The 
number is less in each caso than the average of the preceding three years, 
though greater than in 1899. ^ 

37. JRulea qf prcustiee. — The question^^of amending the procedure in the 
Small Cause Court had been for some time under the consideration of the Judges. 
The l^islation necessary for the purpose having been passed, new rules of 
procedure, having the object of erpeditiag disposals and eoonomidng the time 
of the Small Cause Court Judges, were framed by the High Court, and came 
into force on 26th October 1900.

40. Appeals decided. — ^Two thousand four hundred and ninety-eight appeals 
from Original and Appe^te Decrees and 338 appeals from Original and 
Appellate Carders of subordinate courts were decided by the High Oor^ during 
the past year. The number of appeals from Decrees decided in 1900 exceeds 
that of 1899 by 258 ; while the appeals from Orders decided are fewer by 279. 

41. Appeals pending. — At tbs dose of the year there were pendizi^ 1,297 
First Appeals, of which 996 were from Decrees and 301 from Orders, n.r>d 6,266 
Second Appeals, of which 6,108 were from Decrees. The total exceeds that of 
the niunber pending at the olose of 1899 by 669.

Of the 305 appeals from Original Decrees decided during the year* 85 were 
unoontested, being dismissed on defardt* withdrawn or oompromised. In those 
decided after contest* 193 decrees of the lower courts were confirmed* 20 
reversed* 86 varied and 22 remanded. 

Of the 2*193 appeals from AppeEate Deoirees* 556 were unoontested. One 
thousand sis: hundred and thirty-eight were heard and determined, with the result 
that 1,384 decrees of the lower oourts were affirmed, 63 reversed, 43 varied and 
148 remanded. 

Of the 338 appeals froni Orders decided during the last year, 42 were 
unoontested and 296 were decided after triaL In the latter, 221 orders of the 
lower oourts were affirmed, 32 reversed, 2 varied and 41 remanded.

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46. Appeals to^ the Frivy Council , — ^At the opening of the year, four appeals 
to the Privy Council were under preparation for despatch to England, and 62 
were pending orders. Twenty-eight new appeals were filed during the year. 
Of the total for disposal, 26 were struck off or compromised, 33 were despatched 
to E n g land, and 86 appeals — ^18 of 1899 aai 17 of 1900 — ^were pen^ng at the 
close of the year. Of the pending appeals, 18 were under preparation for 
despatch to England. 

46. Semite qf Appeals to the Privy Council . — The results of 14 appeals 
to the Privy Council were received during the year. The decisions of the 
High Ooujct were affirmed in 11 instances, varied in 2 and reversed in 1. 

m.-APPEILATE OOUETS BUBOBDINATE TO THE HIQ-H OOUBT. 

^ 47. Megular Appeals : There were 18,572 regular appeals 

insiilnted in 1900, an increase of 263 on the previous year’s figt^es. This cla^ 
of litigation has for long ^own no tendency to increase numerically ; and the 
institutions of 1900 are in fact considerahly fewer in number than they were so 
long ago as 1871. In the Court’s report for 1892 it was noted that the i^stem 
of summary trial under the small oause court prooedure had materially affected 
the xetums of appellate work ; and i^re can be no doubt that the extension of 
that system which, as noted in paragraph 26 above, has taken place since that 
date, has been the oause of the ngures remaining fox so long at idle same numeri- 
cal level 

It may be taken that appeals are now cS. a considerably more important 
character than in earlier years ; and this inference is borne out both by the 
remarks of Ihstriot Judges and by the fact that the value which they represent 
has considerably increased during recent years. The jduotuations during the 
decade have been irregular, the highest number of institutions (21,664) having 
been reached in 1892. 

Of the numbmr instituted in 1900, 7,644 were in title suits, 8,629 in rent suits 
and 2,299 in suits for money or moveables. The distribution between the various 
classes of suits has, like the total of institutions, ffuotuated from year to year, with 
no very pronounced tendency iii any direction. 

The number of appeals in suits valued at sums below BIO and between BIO 
and B60 was 2,489 and 6,194, respectively. A slight tendency to decline is 
observable in appeals of low value during recent years. The total value of 
appeals instituted in subordinate courts in 1900 was B30,45,604, exceeding the 
tol^ of 1899 by dightly over a lakh. 

The number of oases in whioh an appeal lay, decided by subordinate courts 
during the year, was 76,399 ; and the proportion of appeals instituted to appeal- 
able deoisions, excludit^ appeals from decisions of Bevenue Officers, was 24*03 
per cent. This percentage fluctuates within narrow limits from year to year as 
regards the figures for the whole province. Between districts there is a very 
large variation, the highest percentages in 1900 being 41*95 in Shahabad, 39*8 
in Outtaok aj^d 37 '07 in Patna, and the lowest being 11*4 in Bangpur and 11*2 
in Einajpur. 

The number of appeals instituted in 1900 was larger than in the previous 
year iu nineteen districts and smaller in ten. The most noticeable increases were 
in Shahabad (278), Earidpur (263), and Jessore (130) ; and the largest de- 
creases were in Tippera (366), Bhagalpur (167), Bajshahi (134), and Patna 
(100). In the remainder the variations were less than 100. 

48. Disposals . — ^The number of appeals disposed of was 18,194, a decrease 
of 1,268 on the figures of the previous year. The decrease has occurred in the 
^sposals of District and Additional Judges, who disposed of 1,671 fewer appeals 
than in 1899 ; disposals by Subprdinate Judges having inerted by 403. The 
number of appeals dispose of by District Judges is very considerably lower than 
during any of the past ten years. This is partially explained by a large in- 
crease in. the amount of time which they were compelled to devote to criminal 
at the expense of civil work. The number of days spent on civB work iu 
1 900 (3,060) by them is less by 262 than in 1899, and less than in any year 
of the decade. 

The general decrease in disposals was spread over fifteen districts, the 
lai^est being in Tippera (666), Chittagong (470), Baran (429),Tichut (413), and 
Backergunge (307). 
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In Tippera, tlie District Judge, wlio in 1899 disposed of 491 appeals, in 
1900 decided only 26. It is ex^auxed that the difference is almost entirely 
composed of rent appeals, which came up in lar^e numbers for disposal in 1899 
and were almost enwely ahseut uv 1900. It is also explained that a great 
part of the time of one of the Subordinate JudgM was taken up in 1900 mth 
some difELoult original suits. In the result, in spite of a large fall in institu- 
tions, the number of pendii^ appeals has increased. 

In Chittagong the number of appeals disposed of by the District Judge fell 
from 468 to 1 58, and those disposed of by the Subordinate Jud^ from 480 to 265. 
The staff of this district, wMoh has for some time been below itsnorm^ s^ngth 
owing to the deputation of its second Subordinate Judge to another district. Has 
since the close of the year been completed by the deputation of an additional 
Subor^ate Judge. 

In Saran, while the number of appeals disposed of by Suboirdinate 
Judges shows a considerable increase, the number decided by the District Judge 
fell from 871 to 292. The decrease is entirely in the number of settlement 
appeals disposed of, many of which in the previous year were analogous appeals 
covered by single judgments. The District Judge was only able to devote 68 
days to civil work iu 1900 os against 146 in 1899. The pending appellate file 
of the district was reduced during the year. 

In Tirhut the number of appeals disposed of by the District Judge fell 
from 613 to 867. The decrease is not explaiued. There was also a decrease in 
disposals by Subordinate Judges, the reason being that the District Judge retained 
a large number of appeals in his own file. The pending appdUate file of the 
district, thoi:^h considerably heavier than at the dose of the previous year, is 
stated to he under control. 

The decrease in Backei^nge, which is noticeable both in the disposals of the 
District Judge and in those of the Subordinate Judges, is explained in each case by 
the fact that the contested litigation of the year happened to be of a peouli^ly 
difdoult nature. ^ A numericsd decrease was therefore inevitable. The subject 
received the special attention of the District Judge. 

49. Appeals pendinff . — The number of disposals of ap;^eals not having k^t 
paoe with the institutions, the number of appeals pendumg at the close of 
the jeax increased by 821 and amounted to 10,427. l^om 1891 to 1899 a 
steady and oonthiuous reduction had been effected in the pending appellate files, 
which in the former of those years wore 13,998. It is to he hoped that the 
present check is temporary only. 

It is uneatisfaotory wat the number of long pending appeals ^ould have 
increased during the year, there bemg at its close 4,016 pendiiig for more than 
3 mouths and 606 pending for more than one year. Of the latter, the greater 
number were in Saran (141), Bankura (116), Patna (96), and Midnapore (80), 
In Saran the number of long pending appeals, though stiU the largest in the 
province, is little more than half the number pending at the close of 1899. The 
oiroumstanoes of this district during the past two years have been in several 
respects exceptional, and have been reoognised as such by the Judges and by 
Government. The accumulation of long pending appeals in Bankura at the close 
of the year was fortuitous, and the arrears have since then been entirely cleared 
off. In Patna oiroumstanoes were exceptional, owing to the fact that judicial 
work in all its branches was greatly hindered by the prevalence of plague. The 
matter received the special attmtion of the District Judge and the long pending 
appeals have been entirely cleared off since the close of the year. 

Midnapore the work had outstripped the capacity of the staff to deal 
with it; and an additional Subordinate Jmge has been appointed since the close 
of the year to reduce the arrears. The total number of appeals ]pending at the 
close or the year (1,171^ was considerably the largest in the province, and equal 
in numbers to a year’s institutions. In this district also the long pending appeals 
have almost all been disposed of since the olose of the year. 

60. JResuli of Appeals . — ^The result of the appeals decided during the year 
on the deoudons of the lower courts was as follows : — Iu 10,810 oases, or 66' 7 
per cent, of the whole, judgment of the lower court was affirmed ; in 1,938 
oases, or 10*7 per cent., it was modified; and in 8,093, or 17 0 per cent., it was 
reversed. These results are practically normal. They are slightly more favour- 
able to the lower courts than those gf pthe recoding year, ]^ht hundred and 
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fifty-three appeals were remaaided, and 2,000 otherwise disposed of, that is, not 
prosecuted, or dismissed for default. 

61. Jiiaoellcmeoua Appeals. — There were 2,694i miscellaneous appeals insti- 
tuted during the year, and 2,616 were dispos^ of ; 609 remaining pending at the 
close of the year. 

G-ENEBAL. 

62. The marked feature of the year, so far as the administration of Civil Jus- 
tice is concerned, has been the magnitude of the increase in institution of original 
suits. The increased work throun on the judicial staff, principally the munsifs, 
has, as usual, been dealt with partly by temporary deputetions of officers from 
districts where the work is from time to time comparatively light to those where 
it is heavier, and partly by the tomporaiy appoint mon I of additional officers. The 
only permanent addition made to the staff during the year was that of one 
munsif. In addition to the continuanco during the year of throe temporary 
appointments of Subordinate Judges, appointed in previous years, four more such 
appointments were sanctioned during year for various periods. The question 
of the suffimoncy of the present htaif of Subordinate Judges has now for a long 
time been the subject of discussion between Government and the Judges ; and is 
now, it is hoped, approaching a decision. 

Six additiorol munsifs were temporarily employed from time to time during 
the year ; but, since the inoreased pressure of work did not make itself seriously 
felt until the year was well advanced, three of those appointments were only made 
in the last quarter; and the .aid afforded by them was therefore, so far as the year 
under review is concerned, but trifling. Judicial work is, perhaps of all vtork, 
that which is least capable of being judged by statistical tests ; but, so far at 
least as quantity is conoeined, the maimer in which the mnn&ifs have dealt 
with BO considerable an increase of work as that which has occurred in the year 
under review, is satisfactory. 

As regards District Judges, civil business has been seriously affected by 
the inoreased amount of time which it has been found necessary to devote to 
criminal, at the expense of civil, work. Complaints from District Judges are 
frequent that, since criminal work must he given prioiity, th^ are compelled to 
delay their civil business for unduly leng&ened periods. Not only is the civil 
work of their own courts thus seriously atfocted, hut the efficiency of the subor- 
dinate courts is also impaired by the consequent impossibility of finding suffi- 
cient time for their regular inspection and supervision. 

Considerably more inspeotion work, however, was done in 1900 than in the 
previous year, the comrts of 18 Suhoidiuato Judges, 120 Munsifs and one Small 
Cause Court Judge having been inspected by District J udges. The attention 
of the District Judges in whose districts insx)eotions have been fewest during 
receut years has been drawn by the High Court to the importance of this branch 
of their work. It must, however, give place to the exigencies of judicial business ; 
and at present less of it is done than the Court could wish. No inspections were 
made during the year by the District Judges of T'aridpur, Mymensing, and Sarau. 

One Subordinate Judge exercised the powers of an Assistant Sessions Judge 
for part of the year. The practice of making these appointments was introduced 
tentatively in 1896, partly with the object of relieving the District and Sessions 
Judges of the distiiots in Trhich they were posted of a certain portion of their 
criminal work and so enabling the latter to devote more time to dvil business. 
Such appointments, however, have been found to entail a loss rather than a 
saving in the total working power of the judicial staflj and for this reason tho 
Judges have been unable to recommend that they should he rec(^nised as a 
permanent arrangement until an addition shall have been made to the staff of 
Subordinate Judges. 

63. JSeoeipts and Charges of the Civil Courts. — Tho receipts of the Civil

Beceipts diow an inore^ on the previous year’s figures of over 1^ lakh ; 
practically the whole of which is under process fees, the other items havii^ 
varied but slightly. The items of ezpenditore do not differ notably from those 
of 1899. 

Since 1890 the receipts have risen from slightly over 86^ lakhs to their 
present figure, court-fees other than process-fees having grown by nearly 
25 lakhs, or roughly 30 per cent. 

During the some period expenditure has risen by rather more than 4 lakhs, 
of which lakhs are under salaries and estahlislments other than process- 
servers, in which latter a redaction has been efieoted. Ihe disproportion is 
remarkable. 

While the provisional oeusus return for 1901 shows an increase since 1890 
in the population of Bengal of 4*98 per cent., the receipts from litigation have 
during the same period increased by 82*1 per cent.
